POPULATION TRENDS IN GEORGIA 
The population of Georgia, according to 


trends outlined in the annual statement of the . 


College of Agriculture at Athens, has increased 
each decade since the first census was taken in 
1790. It was then 82,548. The next census, 
taken ten years later, registered an increase of 


97 per cent,. while during the following thre¢- 


decades it increased 55, 35 and 51 per cent re- 
spectively. | 

The smallest increase in population came in 
the decade between 1920 and 1930, when it went 
up only four-tenths of 1 per cent. This was due 
to emigration of Georgians to other states 
rather than a decline in the birth rate. Be- 
tween 1900 and 1930 the population increased 
much less rapidly than in the remainder of the 
United States. The ratio of increase was 31.2 
per cent against 67.9 per cent for the whole 
nation. ~ 

Although the population of the south in- 
creased much faster than the remainder of the 
nation from 1930 to 1935, Georgia only increased 
In 1935 
the population was estimated at 3,035,000. Pop- 
ulation experts think there will be only a slight 
total increase during the next decade. One 
reason for this is the. steady migration from 
the state today, mostly negroes. 
One particularly noticeable trend is the per- 
centage decrease of negro population in all the 
southern states during the past 20 to 25 years. 


Without exception every southern state regis- 


tered a declining percentage of negroes’to the. 


whole. 
45.1 per cent of the whole. 


In 1910, the negroes of Georgia were 
In 1920 41.7 per 


‘cent. In 1930 36.8 per cent. The percentage is 


even smaller today. While Georgia ranked first 
in 1930 in the total number of negroes, it was 
fourth in percentage of negroes to the whole 
population. 

And the percentage of negro population is 
increasing much more rapidly in the remainder 
of the United States than in the south. Be- 
tween 1920 and 1930 the increase in the south 
was 3 per cent as against 41 per cent in the 
remainder of the nation. During the same 
period the southern white population increased 
16.1 per cent against 17.2 per cent for the re- 
mainder of the country. Both Georgia and the 
south have a birth rate among both whites and 
negroes higher than the remainder of the 
United States. The negro birth rate in Georgia 
was 21.9 per 1,000 population against 21.5 for 


« the whole nation. The Georgia white birth rate 


was 20.3 against 18.5 per 1,000 for the whole 
country. | 

Georgia, of course, is predominately rural. 
Few states have a larger rural population. 
Decade after decade it has registered a greater 
rural percentage than the average of the na- 
tion. In 1930, 69.2 per cent were classed as 
rural against 43 per cent for the entire country. 
‘But the decline started when the country boys 
began looking for “big money” in the city. 
Starting with the census of 1890, at which time 
89.2 per cent of all the people were classed as 
rural, it declined year after year, rétrehinig’ 69.2 
per cent in 1930. | 

Georgia is still rural. Many of those who 
were once inclined to trek to the cities have 
come to the conclusion the man on the farm is 
far better off.. So the trend to give up farm life 
for the prospects of work in factories and office 
has slackened off. Farm life is far preferable 
to life in the{city under conditions prevailing 
in recent years. And. the rural population is 
beginning to find it out.

UNNECESSARY PERIL 
The tragedy at Bogota, Colombia, in which 


60 persons were killed and 100 were injured 


when a stunting airplane plunged into a crowd- 
ed grandstand, should be a major lesson on re- 
stricted exhibition flying. It also raises two 
questions. Could such a disaster have been 
averted? Could such an event happen here? 


The answer to the first question seems fairly 


‘obvious, and bound up in the phrase “restricted 


exhibition flying.” A review of the Colombian 
tragedy recalls that the stunting plane was 
only 90 feet above the ground when it crashed. 
The crash itself came as the ship attempted to 
pass between two grandstands. The tip of a 
wing struck one of the stands, with a horrible 
aftermath. , 


On its face, the actions of the stunting plane. | 


were dangerous to a high degree, If the ship

the lesson for- aviation exhibits similar to the 
one in Bogota. It leads to the conclusion the 
accident could have been prevented. » 

As for such a tragedy happening here, un- 
der like circumstances, the answer is yes. The 
important thing for all interested in the growth 
of aviation and confidence in flying and flying 
men to consider is simple. It should be made 
doubly certain that this country’s restrictions 
on flying, public, private or for any purpose, are 
tight enough to lock up hazards to those on the 
ground as well as those in the air. 


HUMMING BIRD’S TONGUES 
King George and Queen Elizabeth of Britain 
are noted, among other things, for their pref- 
erence for simple foods. It is said they delight 
in the staple dishes of English home cooking.

And 12 varieties of wines and liqueurs.

Ten professors, under the direction of ll 
Duce, went into a caucus. After consulting with 
themselves they became so overjoyed with the 
purity of their own bloodstrain, as well as their 
intentions, they drafted a “credo” upholding the 
“nure Aryanism” of the Italian race. So, begin- 
ning in October, the main purpose in the lives 
of these learned gentlemen will be “the elab- 
oration and dissemination of Fascist racial 
principles.” If the pronouncement is to be ac- 
corded the usual weight, it cannot be doubted 
that the recent “purity” campaign, conducted 
in the government-controlled press, is to be 
backed up to the fullest extent by Mussolini.

The average citizen of the United States, who 
is not any too interested in the bloodstrain back 
of the present generation, is getting exceedingly 
weary of all this Aryan bombast, especially the 
manner in which it is being smeared about the 
Rome-Berlin axis. In a recent speech Musso- 
lini shouted: “The Italian race belongs to the 
Indo-European: group of Aryans!” So what?

WHAT, THINK YE, GOD THINKS! 
(From The Charlotte Observer.) 

The. nation has cut the secogd largest wheat 
crop in its history and is troubled to the point 
of frenzy over the incident. 

More than 200,000,000 bushels in excess of the 
demands, both from the home and foreign mar- 
kets, have been produced, and the federal gov- 
ernment now ‘faces the necessity of making heavy 
loans to the growers in order to maintain the 
price in keeping with the provisions of the farm 
law. 

And Secretary Wallace is already announcing 
to the wheat growers that they may as well begin 
now figuring on a sharp reduction in next year’s 
acreage. 

This year the yield is expected to be 967,- 
000,000 bushels, or 7.5 bushels for each of the 
130,000,000 population. 

In 1915, with the World. War disrupting grain 
production in Europe, the United States exported 
333,000,000 bushels, or one-third of its total pro- 
duction. 

Both last vear and the year before the United 
States imported more wheat than it exported. In 
1936, the exports were 1,879,000 bushels, and the 
import 52,980,000 bushels. 

All of ‘this is only another illustration of the 
stupidity of men and their markets. 

America has more wheat than its people can 
eat up in the form of bread. 

It has more than it can sell to foreign peo- 
ples and yet, the worlg@*over, even America-in- 
cluded, millions of human beings would crawl 
over hot coals for a piece of bread to appease 
their gnawing, if not fatal, hunger. 

- We wonder often what the good God who

Shall Attacked Boy 
Retaliate or Run?

HYDE PARK, N. Y.—Going over my accumulated mail, the 
other night, I found one letter which put a question extremely diffi- 
cult to answer. My correspondent, a worried mother, said: 
“Should a mother teach a child retaliation for 7 \jgaseuuat’- 
any attacks which are suffered at the hands of = 


an older or bigger boy, thereby risking injury 
to life or limb, or should she teach him to refrain 
from putting his hands up in self-defense, to walk 
away and be called ‘coward’ and risk ostracism 
from his clique of young fellows?” ¢ 


There is a precedent, of course, for turning 
the other cheek if you are attacked unfairly. But 
my experience, which is of course limited, is that 
the bully who attacks younger and weaker chil- 
dren without justification is.usually disliked by 
the other boys. If it is clear that the one jumped 
upon has done nothing to bring it about, he will 
usually be helped out by his comrades. 

I do not think mothers have to teach their 
boys to defend themselves. Every boy worth his salt, if he feels 
that he is being unfairly treated, retaliates even though it looks as 
if the odds were against him. I think, however, that mothers should 
teach their children not to make nuisances of themselves to their 
playmates. There is a tyranny which younger, weaker children 
sorpetimes exert over those who are older and bigger. 

I remember very well a period when one of my young boys 
was just enough smaller than his next older brother for everyone to 
say to the older one: “You musn’t hit your little brother. It’s | 
unkind and not sportsmanlike.” As a result, the younger one would 
tease and take advantage of the older one and make himself so 
objectionable that it was all I could do to keep my hands off him. 

It was good discipline for the older one, undoubtedly, but ex- 
tremely bad for thé younger one. I finally put boxing gloves on 
both and told the older one to give him a lesson. I think it is 
rather a good thing for all boys to learn to use boxing gloves. They 
cannot hurt each other very much, it is good exercise and, on the 
whole, fairly safe. 

I always loved Kipling’s story in “The Brushwood Boy” of the 
young lieutenant who took the troublesome battalions of men, who 
after all Were only grown-up boys, out to a camp in India and re- 
turned them after a few weeks in which he taught them to box.
